While Canada’s export thade was 
195 million bushels during the 1933- 
34 crop year ag compared with 263 
million bushels during the 1932683 
crop year she still maintained -more 
than her customary percentage. of 
the world wheat trade, namely. 374 
per cent. Canada’s exports.were ap- 
proximately 195 million bushels of a 
total trade of 519,000,000 bushels. 
The previous year the world wheat 
trade totalled 627 million bushels. 

It is quite notable that in Mr. 
Broombhall’s estimate of the world's 
wheat trade in 1984-36 Canada is giv- 
en an allotment of 288 or.50 per cent 
of the total trade, While there have 
beén many criticisms of the lower 
total volume of Canada’s wheat trade 
jn the year immediately past, the 
fact taht this country bettered her 
ten-year average percentage of ship- 
ments seems to have been lost sight 
of. It should also be noted that 
Canadian prices were materially 
higher than prices of Argentine and 
Australian varieties and even in the 
face of the comparative expensive- 
ness of Caradian wheat. this country 
maintained her percentage of sales 
in a rather remarkble manner. 

Some Canadians seem to be under 
the impression that Canada has been 
falling behind in her shipments of 
wheat and that discrimination  a- 
gainst Canadian” wheat has been 
manifest in Europe, but facts and 
figures do not bear this out.
